Som«¢ 
of the forgeries of the 1851 issue, however, 
are very cleverly madeand asthe 5 and 4oc of 
this issue are comparatively scarce a number 
of these frauds adorn the pages of many al- 
bums; in order to protect our readers from 
being deceived by them, we shall in our next 
number give a minute description of the 
genuine.

THE STAMPS OF QUEENSLAND. 


By A. F. Basset HULL. 
Vindin's Philatelic Monthly. 


INTRODUCTION, 


The gratifying reception accorded to my work on the Stamps of Tas- 
mania, published two years ago by the Philatelic Society, London, has encour- 
aged me to seek fresh fields for philatelic research. 

The stamps of New South Wales had already been treated by Doctor 
Houison; Victoria was in the hands of Mr. David H. Hill, whose able pen is 
now placing the philatelic world in possession of a vast quantity of interesting 
matter; and in New Zealand Mr. A. T. Bate had commenced to gather in- 
formation with a view to ultimately compiling a record of all available facts. 
South Australia, Western Australia, and Queensland had only been intermit- 
tently touched upon by philatelic writers, and as no sustained effort had been 
made to treat them exhaustively I turned my attention to these colonies. 
When in Adelaide last year I approached the postal authorities on the subject 
of compiling a history of the stamps of South Australia from copies of records 
supplied me by the Department, upon the lines of my “ Tasmania,” but was 
informed that owing to a fire which had occured in the Post Office crypt all 
records prior to 1875 had been destroyed. Consequently it will be difficult 
to compile a satisfactory history of the stamps of that colony. In June last 
I visited Queensland, and upon presenting letters of introduction from the 
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Hon. the Postmaster-General of Tasmania, 1 was courteously permitted to 
search the departmental records, and make extracts with a view to the com- 
pilation of a History of the Stamps of Queensland, Every possible assistance 
was afforded me by the officers of the various departments to which my re- 
searches led me, and I have succeeded in obtaining a quantity of information 
that will enable me to compile a work on the subject as nearly complete as 
possible. 

I have to tender my sincere thanks to the Hon. Theo. Unmack, Post- 
master-General, and the following officials who have courteously done all in 
their power to assist me in my search for records and documents, and to 
whose assistance I owe much of the completeness of my work:—John 
McDonnell, Esq., Under Secretary, Post and Telegraph Department; W. E. 
Parry-Okeden, Esq., Under Colonial Secretary; J. E. Cullen, Esq., Under 
Treasurer; Messrs. G. H. Buzacott, A. C. Boden, J. W. Lawry, F. O’Dwyer, 
and H,. Oxenham of the Postal Department; Messrs. Bourne and Hawksford, 
of the Treasury; Mr. Abell, of the Colonial Secretary’s Department; J. C. 
Beal, Esq., Government Printer; Wm. Knight, Esq., Government Engraver; 
Wm. Schliencker, Esq., Custodian of Securities; and Messrs. Thorpe and 
Costain, of the Government Printing Department. 

I have considered it necessary to include in this work all varieties of 
-stamp duty and excise stamps, as they have all either been authorized for 
postal use, or are otherwise intimately connected with the Postage Stamps. 


CHAPTER I, 


HIstTORICAL: SEPARATION OF QUEENSLAND FROM New SouTtH WALES, AND 
EsTABLISHMENT OF THE QUEENSLAND Post OFFICE. 


The Queensland Government Gazette of 1oth December, 1859, contains a 
Proclamation, publishing the Letters Patent erecting Moreton Bay into a 
Colony, under the name of Queensland, and appointing Sir George Ferguson 
Bowen, K.C. M.G,, to be Captain-General and Government-in-Chief of the 
same, 

Prior to separation, the “ Moreton Bay’’ District had formed part of the 
colony of New South Wales, and the postal administration was carried on 
through the head office in Sydney. 

His Excellency Sir G. F. Bowen, the first Governor of Queensland, ar- 
rived at Brisbane on the roth December, 1859. The postal expenditure com- 
menced from the beginning of December, from which time the revenue was 
also collected in the new colony. 

On the 19th December, 1859, the Executive Council of Queensland met 
for the transaction of business, and the question of postal arrangements was 
brought before the meeting. The following is a copy of the Executive Min- 
ute thereon :— 

“His Excellency the Governor, having directed the attention of the 
Council to the necessity for early steps being taken to place the postal sys- 
tem of the Colony upon a proper footing, lays before them certain correspond- 
ence from the Postmaster-General at Sydney, and the Postmistress of Bris- 
bane, accompanied by a minute which it is proposed should form the sub- 
stance of a communication from His Excellency to the Governor-General of 
New South Wales, in which the subject is dealt with in detail, and the proper 
mode of meeting each existing requirement of the Service suggested. 

“‘2,—His Excellency’s minute is to the following effect:— 
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‘* Government House, 
“ Brisbane, Queensland, 
“17th December, 1859. 

“ Sir.—I have the honour to address your Excellency on certain arrange- 
ments which, in my opinion, should be adopted in the Post Office Depart- 
ment of this Colony, in consequence of its separation from New South Wales. 

“I have already derived great assistance from the able suggestions offic- 
ially laid before me by Major Christie, the Postmaster-General of New South 
Wales, by the courteous permission of the Government of that Colony. 

‘*In the present condition of Queensland it will be unnecessary to create 
here the office of Postmaster-General. The correspondence addressed to and 
the business performed by that office in New South Wales will now be man- 
aged by the Colonial Secretary. 

“ Major Christie proposes in his letter to me of the 26th ult. that the 
Bonds and Declarations of the Postmasters and their assistants in the dis- 
tricts now composing the colony of Queensland should be transmitted to 
Brisbane, and that the stamps, seals, books, &c., of the several post offices in 
those districts be handed over to the new Colony without charge. I beg to 
recommend that these suggestions may be carried into effect. 

“T also fully agree with Major Christie, that it would be expedient that 
the whole of the mail contracts for 1859 should be defrayed by the colony of 
New South Wales; and that the amount fairly chargeable against the new 
colony for the month of December, 1859, should be added to the public debt 
of Queensland. 

“I would propose that the Postmaster-General of New South Wales, and 
the Colonial Secretary of Queensland, be instructed to communicate, through 
the respective Governors, concerning the postal lines partly situated in both 
colonies, the proportion due from Queensland being made a matter of account 
between the two Governments. All matters of detail can be arranged by the 
Postmaster and Colonial Secretary aforesaid, with the approval of the superior 
authorities. 

“ All accounts for postage due by Queensland country postmasters to the 
date of the first proclamation of the new colony, #.¢—until 1st December, 
1859, and for postage stamps unaccounted for at the same date, should be 
paid for, and valued at the end of the current year. 

“It is essential for the Government of Queensland to obtain forthwith a 
quarter’s supply of postage stamps in advance from the New South Wales In- 
spector of Stamps; the number of such stamps to be added to the public debt 
of Queensland; or, should that course be objected to, such stamps to be paid 
for as may be agreed on. ‘This arrangement is urgently required. It is pre- 
sumed that the stamps will be supplied at the price which they cost the 
Government of New South Wales. 

“Tt is further desired that a supply for three months of registry bvoks, 
letter bills, and other forms for the management of the Queensland Post 
Offices, be furnished forthwith, the cost to be placed to the debit of this 
colony. Three iron letter receivers are also required. 

“TI further request that I may be informed fully of the manner in which 
the New South Wales postage stamps have been manufactured in the colony 
or procured from England with their price, &c., and that Major Christie be 
authorized to offer his suggestions as to the best mode of procuring stamps 
for Queensland. 

“Tam, &c., 
“G, F. Bowen. 
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“3. The Council having deliberated, express their entire concurrence in 
the views of His Excellency the Governor, and advise that he should address 
a communication submitting the foregoing propositions to His Excellency the 
Governor-General for the consideration of the Government of New South 
Wales.” 

The first result of separation as regards postal rates, was to immediately 
raise communication with New South Wales from the position of “ Inland” 

o “Intercolonial”’ service, with a corresponding increase of rates. 
The Gazette of the 17 December, 1859, contained the following notice:— 
“Colonial Secretary’s Office, 
“ Brisbane, 
“16th December, 1859. 
POST AGE. 

“The public are reminded that the colony of Queensland, being now 
legally separated from New South Wales, the postage thereto will in future be 
chargeable at the intercolonial, instead of the inland rates. 

“The Intercolonial Postage Rates are as follows: 

“Not exceeding %0z., 6d. 

“Exceeding ¥0z,, but not exceeding 1 0z,, 1s,; and so on, increasing six- 
pence for every addition or portion of %oz. 

“By His Excellency’s Command, 
“R. G, W, Herperr.” 

The Gazette of the 24th December, 1859, contained a proclamation pub- 
lishing the “Order-in-Council empowering the Govenor of Queensland to make 
Laws, and to.provide for the Administration of Justice in the said Colony.” 

The Order-in-Council was made by Her Majesty at the Court at Bucking- 
ham Palace, on the 6th day of June, 1859; and after reciting 18 and 19 Vict., 
No. which enabled Her Majesty, by letters patent, to erect into a separate 
colony any territory which might be separated from New South Wales; and 
reciting the Order-in-Council of 13th May, 1859, Her Majesty ordered “that 
there shall be within the Colony of Queensland a Legislative Council, and a 
Legislative Assembly,” , . and that “all Laws, Statutes, and 
Ordinances, which at the time when this Order-in-Council comes into operation, 
shall be in force in New South Wales shall be continued in Queensland, except 
so far as altered or varied by this Order-in-Council,” 

The Gazzetie of the 24th March, 1860, contained this appointment of an 
acting Postmaster- General :— 

“Colonial Secretary’s Office, 
“Brisbane, 22nd March, 1860, 


PosTAL DEPARTMENT. 


“His Excellency the Governor, with the advice of the Executive Council 
has been pleased to direct that the office of Postmaster-General for Queensland 
shall, until further notice, be discharged by the Honorable the Colonial 
Treasurer. 

“All correspondence having reference to the Postal Establishments and 
Postal Service, should, therefore, be addressed in future to the Honorable the 
Colonial Treasurer in Brisbane; and it is requested that the word “Postal” 
may in all cases be written on the left-hand corner of the envelope, in addition 
to the usual direction, 

“By His Excellency’s Command, 
“A, Orpen Moriarty.” 

The Honorable R. R. Mackenzie was Colonial Treasurer at this time. 
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The small post office building, used also as the residence of the Post- 
mistress* was found to be quite inadequate for the increasd work of the de- 
partment in 1860; much difficulty having for a long time been experienced in 
sorting and despatching mails for want of space. A temporary wooden build- 
ing containing two rooms, was run up during that year, but the increased 
accommodation was found insufficient. 

On the organization of the Department of the General Post Office after 
separation, the staff consisted of a post mistress, one clerk of the 1st class, one 
of the 2nd, and one of the 3rd class; two letter carriers and one messenger 
and sortes. 

In the ensuing chapters reference will be made from time to time to the 
Departmental and other changes which relate in any way to the History of 
the Stamps of Queensland,

SENATOR WOLCOT}’S CRITICISM OF THE COLUMBIAN POSTAGE 
STAMP. 


The new Columbian postage stamps were vigorously attacked in the 
Senate to-day by Mr. Wolcott, of Colorado, who called up his joint resolu- 
tion directing the discontinuance of those stamps. In a brief but decidedly 
breezy speech, Mr. Wolcott ridiculed the Postmaster General’s mercantile 
idea that a large profit might be made from their sale to stamp collectors— 
idea, he said, that might suit some Central American State that was “a few 
thousand dollars shy.” He was unwilling to have unloaded on stamp col- 
lectors “a cruel and unusual stamp,” and rather approved of the physician’s 
idea that it might be used as a “chest protector”. Senators enjoyed the 
speech, and the joint resolution would have been passed instantly had not 
the chairman of the Post Office Committee, Mr. Sawyer, of Wisconsin, inter- 
posed an objection, which sent it to that committee. 


NEW ZEALAND “SPLIT STAMPS.” 
To THE Epitor or Vindin's Monthly, 

Sir,—Among recent changes in the public service of this colony, the re- 
tirement was announced of Mr. E. D. Butts, Chief Postmaster of Dunedin, 
and in an account of that gentleman’s official career, which appeared in the 
Public Service Journal for October, it was stated that “when Mr. Butts was 
appointed Chief Postmaster for Southland, on rst March, 1862, postage stamps 
were hard to obtain, communication with Auckland, the then seat of Govern- 
ment, being very limited. Postage on letters, therefore, was paid in cash, and 
the larger denominations cut across,so as to make one stamp do for two 
letters.” 

As this was a circumstances of which I had no previous knowledge, and 
one which had never, as far as I knew been even suspected with regard to the 
New Zealand stamps, I at once wrote to Mr. Butts, and his reply, in con- 
firmation, will, I have no doubt, be interesting to a large number of your 
readers, I therefore attach it, in the hope that you will find room for its 
publication.

My Dear Sir,—As regards the cutting of postage stamps in halves, it 
appeared to me to be such a peculiar proceeding as to deserve to be embalmed 
in print. It was not I that started the idea, but the late Captain Elles, who 
was Postmaster when I joined the service. At that time the postage on letters 
was sixpence each, and shilling stamps (of which there happened to be a good 
supply) were those operated on. Of course, they were not sold across the 
counter, I do not think this was continued after rst March, when I was made 
Postmaster, as steam communication was then rapidly improving, and I had 
a good stock of stamps onhand. I do not suppose you could by any possibilty 
obtain any of these cut stamps, as no one would be likely to keep them, but 
many a one have I obliterated. 

Captain Elles never troubled to get official sanction for the proceeding, 
and the public knew nothing whatever about it beyond the fact that the re- 
cipient would see only the half of a shilling stamp on their letters.

AUCTION SALEs. 


The sale of the collection of Mr. George Hencken, which took place on 
January 18th, rgth, 25th and 26th was extremely successful, and the total 
amount realized was $9,765.51, the largest amount ever realized at auction for 
a single collection. 

The attendance was not, perhaps, as large as might have been supposed, 
but of late the tendency of collectors to send their bids to the various dealers 
for their account has grown, and the number of persons now present at a stamp 
auction is no indication of the number interested in the bidding. We do not 
hesitate in estimating the number of bidders and purchasers at the sale at 
three hundred, as we, alone, represented between 125 and 150. 

Of course, a few stamps went at rather low prices, but the general aver- 
age is far above any obtained in the past, and rarities sold in some instances 
at extremely high figures. 

We give, herewith, a list of the stamps that realized $1o and over, and 
they will furnish the best idea of the prices that were obtained. 

The programme of our sales, outlined in the last number of the Journal 
remains unchanged: The sale of the Clotz collection will take place on Feb- 
ruary 8th and gth; the collection of Mr. Determann will be sold on February 
23rd, and that of Mr. Marcus Mayer on March rsth. 

In response to the demand of a number of our local collectors, we have 
decided to commence our sales, in the future, at 7 o’clock instead of 7.30 
P, M., as has been our custom in the past.

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CHRONICLE AND NOTES. 


UNITED STATES.—The Columbian envelopes, the issue of which was 
announcéd last month, on the authority of Postmaster Wanamaker, have so far 
failed to materialize. In the meanwhile, it has been discovered that on the 
one cent of the Columbian adhesives the ‘B’ of “COLUMBUS” is broken and 
closely resembles an “R’’. 

The Postal Card has seen the postal card of the 1875 issue, with a very fine 
grill over rhe surface, 

The Postwerizeichen-Kunde says it has seen the 2c reply cards with head 
of liberty. We can positively state that no such card has as yet been issued. 

Mr. C. A. Burger has shown us an uncatalogued local stamp which we 
illustrate below; it was on the original letter and had the appearance of an un- 
doubtedly genuine stamp. 

Mr, Bennett has shown us a Western Frank, mention of which we fail to 
find in any catalogue, It is printed in three colors on the 3c pink envelope, 
on buff paper, 1861. The inscription “J. F. Formans” is printed in pink, 
“Gallatin Express” in black and PAID in gray blue, 

Mr. Rogers has informed us that the Post office Department is about to 
issue two new eight cents stamps for Registered letters; one is to be the size 
of the stamps of the 1890 issue, and will have the portrait of General Sherman, 
while the other will be of the Columbian series, 

The color of the Special Delivery stamp is changed to orange on account 
of its similarity to the 1 cent of the Columbian series.
